He did not suggest in the slightest way that-he was 
considering a hypothetical aituation or something, 
that might arise six months hence. He gave the 
direct impression that things. Were presently, not 
prospectively, acute. He hud a conference with 
Mr. Bowser and then by letter invited both that 
gentleman and Mr. Pattullo into a union govern¬ 
ment now—not six months hence—under His leader¬ 
ship. As everybody knows both declined the in¬ 
vitation with thanks. 

It is unnecessary to resurrect the late Mr. 
Sherlock Holmes to deduce what has happened 
since September 7. Immediately follow mg the 
announcement on that day of the Premier's desire 
for a union government party pressure descended 
upon him like a flood. The party organization, 
aghast at the sudden turn of events, got on the job 
with all its horse, foot and artillery. Then came 
the publication of the invitations to Mr. Pattullo 
aad Mr. Bowser containing the three fateful words 
"under my leadership,” which, of course, made 
acceptance impossible. Whether there was aay 
connection between the party anti-coal itioo pressure 
and the inclusion of a condition which was bound 
to wreck the whole scheme, or not, is a matter for 
speculation, but it it as plain as a pikestaff that 
the Premier began his retreat very soon after he 
made his firyt announcement, an announcement 
which was made without any previous consultation 
with the leaders of the other parties, and which was 
totally devoid of any mention of policies which 
he hoped those gentlemen would take under con¬ 
sideration. 

The latest statement is nothing more than a 
bridge along the line of retreat. It ia merely an 
undertaking to do certain things designed ty make 
the electors feel that the government proposes— 
next year—to turn over a new leaf. Then at that 
time there is to be a sesuon of the House jn which 
legislation reducing the membership and providing 
ior other things, including the P.G.E. deal, will 
be,passed. Next the cabinet will be reorganized on 
a reduced basis, and the other parlies will be given 
"an opportunity to participate." In other words. 


CUT IN RELIEF ALLOWANCE 
MUCH TOO'DRASTIC 


Fifteen dollars a month for t family of two. 
with two and one-half dollars for each dependent, 
"hES'heen set as the new schedule of unemployment 
relief by the Dominion government. Tliia is al¬ 
together inadequate and it will simply mean that 
tha diffaressca between that amount aad tha aid 
amount will have to be made up by.vanosss organ¬ 
izations and by the taxpayers. 

For the month of August. Victoria’s relief 
Costs averaged 133.05 per family, including de¬ 
pendents, btft under the proposed new scale the 
allowances would be cut to about $19.50 for 
the average family, or a reduction of something 
like forty per cent 

It would be interesting to learn how any federal 
or provincial minister would make fifteen dollars 
a month meet the cost for "two people of food, 
fuel, rent, light, water, clothing, and all the other 
ncceaaarici of life. It simply can not be done 
and the government must know it. 

If this new schedule of relief payments shall 
go into effect it will mean that the various organ¬ 
izations which are doing their utmost to relieve 
distress will have to make up the difference: it 
will mean that the private citizens who are digging 
into their own pockets lor the same purpose—tha 
same citizens who already are Jaxed to the limit, 
municipally, provincially. and fcsicrally—will have 
to dig a little deeper still if a very grave condition 
is to be averted. 

The announcement of the drastic cut ia relief 
payments, by the way, is in strange contrast with 
the public utterances of Mr. Bennett when he was 
tourmg the country ia the summer of 1930. At 
that time he deflated it was the Dominion govern¬ 
ment's business to deal with the unemployment 
question and all matters related to rL Indeed,
